WHAT IS THE NET 
PRICE OF GRAIN? 


4nd now it is the market! For 
nearly fourteen months producers of 
food products have been on tendez 
hooks. First war and short Crops, 
next more war and ‘patriotism and 
production,’ then a hig acreage and 
erratic weather; next better weather 
big yields in sight and g Steatly wea: 
kening of prices. Every day that ad: 
ded to the certainty of a big cror 
also added to the certainty of ‘a 
low price. The propWets of g°° few 
{months ago ate silent, while aro: 
| other group warns ts that we may 
and will be selling wheat at fifty 
cents and oats at twenty. Some peo- 
ple say the market ig forced down 
by grain dealers and others philoso- 
phically accept the dictum that the 
prices react to the influences of sup- 
ply and demand. But everyone know 
from experience that low prices. at 
‘tend upon large production and pri- 
ces are high when tho produc.rs. are 
sold out of stock. 

At present the problem is to get 
ievery cent possible out of every bus- 
hel of grain produced. The solution 
jof this problem‘ involves the sadopt- 
lion of , definite plan of policy upon 
the part of the person who produces 
erain. He must ¢ither d:cide to 
thresh quickly, get his grain on the 
jmarkes and take the going price ot 
to hold back in stacks, bing or ele- 
vators or sell h’s crop at onc: and 
j buy an Ortion for Maydelivery or 
do a little cf all three things. As 
{to which is the best plan to follow 
jeveryon? must be his own judge; no 
lone way is the best. If it were the 
| number of people tating it would 
}Soon upset the balance and some ot- 
her wey would be better. Whatever 
one does he wil! have plenty of com- 
(pany for the methods of liquidating 
the crop are few as compared with 
jibe numbers who must manage. sch- 
eme of sell, : 
| But in whatever plan is adosted 
by an individual thare re details of 
Management that make for greater 
| efliciency than others. For instance 
ie a year like this when the market 
for the future is uncertain; when a 
{man has his crop in shock gnd_ can- 
not get threshed for days it is good 
policy to stack aS much as possible 
for wheat keeps well and cheacly in 
stack and is in g fair way to im- 
prove in quality rather then deteri- 
orate. Besides there is the necessity 
‘of careful conservation of all possi- 
ble value in the crop and everyone 
agrees that stacking conservcs value 
aad threshing expenses even if it 
does involve extra handling. After 
| one has practiced the best possible 
conservativn with his crop before the 
threshing he should pot. overloo’s the 
methods of storing and s:lling that 
will continue his policy of thrift and 
conservation. Ginerally — syeaking 
the cheapest storage .or grain is 
that provided on the Jand where the 
grain is grown and while itis not 
practicable to provide granaries for 
a large crop it is well tg make some 
provision each year to tave care of 
grain storage, and so avoid clevat- 
er charges and the depressing effect 
o a large visible supply. 

Between the field or granary and 
the mill whero wheat is g¢row:d into 
flour there is room for: the further 
practice of economy, and whatever 
can be saved on this route, adds to 
the net return the producar geis for 
his crop. Good farming does not end 
with producing a good crop deliver- 
ed at the railway track. Good far- 
ming demands that every care he us- 
ed to get grain to the ultimate con 
sumer with the least possible  ex- 
pense -nd waste. In fact, it involv- 
ies the practice of steady marketing 
lof produce 90 that there may be nai- 
jther scarcity nor excess, The tower- 
jing elevators of the srain belt are

form. Wherever possible the pro- 
ducer showdd earn the cost of load- 
ing grain into cars rather than let 
the elevator’ company, earn it.: Of 
‘course, if the grower has: decided to 
jsell to the elevator or to store in 
the local elevator he does not need 
to go to the work of loading from 
a platform. But he cap store equal- 
ly as cheap in terminal clevators if 
ihe does not want to sell at once, 
and so have elevator storage with- 
out paying for loading into cars. - 

Many successful wheat farmers foi- 
low the practice of selling as soon 
as the grain is threshed. Other do 
| this',nd yt che same time buy wheat 
on option for delivery in a future 
‘month, thus qvoiding the risk of car- 
rying actual wheat in cranaries or 
elevators, but assuming the risks of 
variations in. markets and of getting 
a higher price in the’ future months. 
‘That puying price, by the way, is 
‘approximately ‘the price of cgsh grain 
;plus the cost of storage, insurance, 
; Commissions, otc., so that whatever 
the market: gains over these charges 
is a gain in the selling price of the 
grain. This, of course, is speculat- 
ing on the grain market, bet so is 
the practice of storing on the farm 
or in the elevator, A safe rule for 
one to follow in such ,: practice is’ 
‘not to handle on option more than 
{the amount of his wheat soid in the 
fall. Theoretically this is speculat- 
ing with one’s own property at his 
own risk, while to handie more on 
‘option than he has sold for cash is 
to speculate with quother’s property 
In such speculative transactions the 
smallest amonot ordinarily handled 
is 5,090 bushels at a margin of five 
cents, which would te an investment 
of $250, and if grain goes down five 
cents this $250 would be lost unless 
more margin is put up and tla price 
ireturn to the point at which it was 
\ bought,
